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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-4 drawn to Group I in the reply filed on 
10/1 1/07 is acknowledged. Non-elected claims 5-12 have been withdrawn from further 
consideration on the merits. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 7 and 8 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 



3. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification appears to be a literal translation from the foreign 
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document and is replete with terms which are not clear, concise and exact. The specification 
should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Examples of 
some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification are: "connection box provided 
with such the fuse cavity structure" (p. 1, lines 7-8); "a fuse cavity structure which can be 
perform in a size reduction" (p. 1, lines 9-10); "heat generated into the electric connection box" 
(p. 3, lines 20-21); "without making the size of the electric connection box large and changing 
material", etc. Applicant must carefully review all specification in order to correct the 
aforementioned and other similar not mentioned problems . 



Claim Objections 



4. Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: claims appear to be a 
literal translation from the foreign document and replete with cumbersome clauses that are not 
clear or exact. For example, claim 1 in the last two lines recites: "to communicate with adjacent 
fuse accommodating portions from each other". Claim 2 recites: "said notch is positioned to the 
corresponding position of at least a part of said fusible element". Claim 3 in line 4 recites: "from 
protecting circuit from" and in lines 5 and 6 the claim recites: "said housing a notch portion". 
Applicant must carefully review all pending claims in order to correct the aforementioned and 
other similar not mentioned problems . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 recite the limitations: "fuse accommodating portions" which lack 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-4, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by US/4,661,807 to Panaro. 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Panaro disclosed (Fig. 1, 10, 1 1) a electric connection box 
comprising: a fuse cavity structure including: a fuse (12) having a fusible element (inherently), 
provided between terminals (16, 18), for protecting a circuit from overcurrent; and a housing 
(142) accommodating said fuse (12), said housing (142) having a notch portion defined by 
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cutting a part of a wall of said housing (142) to communicate with adjacent fuse accommodating 
portions (notches formed in the divider walls not numbered, but clearly seen on Fig. 10). 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, Panaro disclosed that said notch is positioned to the 
corresponding position of at least a part of said fusible element (Fig. 10). 

Conclusion 

9. The remaining prior art made of record on PTO-892 and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to Applicant's disclosure, because of the teachings of various fuse boxes.
